DULLES j Allan Weigh, goT*5irne«i.fc 

official, was born in Watertown, Hew fork, April 7, 1893, the eon of 
Allan «acy and Edith (foster) Dulles, grandson of John Walsh and Harris 
Lathrop (Winslow) Dulles, great-grandson of Joseph Haatly and Margarei- 
(Welsh) Dulles, and great-great-grandson of Joseph and Sophia (ifeatlj ) Lilies. 
This great-great-grandfather, Joseph Dulles, was the first of the Dulles 
family name in America. A Quaker, hs emigrated to Charleston, South 
Carolina, from Ireland in 1779. He married Sophia Heatly, who 
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descended from a pioneer of Calhoun County* Their ton, Joseph Haot-ly 
Dallas, studied at Yale University, married Margaret Welsh of Delaware, 
and remained north of the Mas on -Dixon line* John Welsh Dalles, the ir 
son, and his wife, Harriet Lathrop (Winslow) Dalles, served as adsalonarias 
in Jaffna, Ceylon, where a girls* school which they established st ill 
functions. Alien Macy Dalles was a Presbyterian minister. After receiving 
a preliminary education at Auburn, hew York, and the Ecole Alsatienne 
in Paris, Allen Welsh Dulles was graduated fl*A. in 1911» and M.A. in 1916 
®t Princeton University, and LL.B. in 1926 at Ceorge Washington University - 
K® left Princeton to travel abroad and taught English at Allahabad , India, 
during 191ii-19l5 before returning to the United States to enter the 
Diplomatic Service in 1916. Assigned to Vienna, Austria, ha was appoint**- 
secretary of the legation in May, 1916, and in the following year was 
transferred to Berne, Switzerland, laving served with the American Com- 
Mission to Kegotiate Peace in Paris, France, in December, 1918, he was 
transferred to Berlin, Germany, in October, 1919, as first secretary of 
the embassy . In the following yesr he was assigned to the Department 
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of State, hear Eastern Division. 

He was with the American Commission in Constantinople, Turkey, fro*: 
December, 1920, to April, 1922. 

Hr, Dulles was chief of the division of Hear Eastern affairs of the 
Department of State in Washington, D. C., from April, 1922, until April, 
1926, and during that time he served an a delegate of the United St-tea 
to the International Conference on A rae Traffic, Genera, Switzerland, 
from. May until June of 1925. At Geneva, from June to July of 1926, 
m was a member of the American delegation to the Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission. In October, 1926, he left the Diplomatic Service for Itw 
practice with the Hew York city firm of Sullivan and Cromwell, with 
which he was associated until 19 1*2 . He served as legal advisor to rae 
American delegation of the Three Power Naval Conference in Geneva during; 
June and August of 1927 and in the same capacity to the General Disarmament 
Conference in Geneva during 1932-1933. %. Dulles was the African mm be 
of the International Conciliation Committee under the 1928 treaty bo wocn 
the United States and Albania, 
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When the Office of Strategic Services was created in the Second World 
War, he was asked to Join and was sent to Berne, Switzerland , in 
December, 19h2 t to establish an intelligence center inside Haa i-eecupicd 
Europe. For three years he sent information back to Washington on act ivi ties 
inside Germany, and the locations of Nazi installations. In the closing 
weeks of the war he helped to direct the operation that resulted In the 
surrender of enecay forces in Italy. When the Central Intelligence Agency 
was created in 19k7, he was asked by President Harry £, Truman tc take 
part in framing suggestions for its operations, and in 1951 he caise to 
Washington a# deputy director. In 1953 he became director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, and he has since held that position, along with 
membership on the Operations Coordinating Beard. 

With Hamilton Fish Armstrong, he wrote “Can We Be Neutral?" (1935; and 
“Can America Stay 8autral7" (1939)| and he is the author of *Qermsny»s 
Underground" (19k?). For ids wartime service, Ur. Dulles received fro* 
the United States Government the Medal of Merit with Presidential .itatloi 
in 19k6 and the Medal of Freedom in the same year. He was cade an 
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officer of the Logton of Honor in »U7, "oolrod the Order of S. h. 
Mauriaio . Uonoro fron ltd, in 19U6 end the BolgUn Croo. of Officer
